The National Intelligencer of Saturday 
last contains a description of the city of 
Washington, from*which we extract the 
following account of the public build- 
ings. 

The buildings belonging to the United 
States are, 

i. The Capitol, a large and massy 
building of the Corinthian order, of free 
stone, compo-edo of cen‘ral edifice and 
two wings; th whl fr ite t ebuld.g 
is about 360 fect; the wings were avarly 
completed when the British army, auder 
Gen. Ross, (who was afterwards slain in 
battle near Baltumore) in August, 1814, 
made a sudden incursion, gained posses- 
sion of the city, setting fire to the Capitol, 
President’s House, Public Offices, &c. 
uot connected with the operations of war, 
reducing the whole toashes, together with 
a valuable and extensive library belonging 
to Congress: the wings are revuilt and 
the centre nearly completed. ‘The found- 
ation of the north wing was laid in the 
presence of Presiden: Washington, on 
the 16th of September, 1793; and that of 
the centre on the 24th of August, 1818; 
beingthe anniversary of its destruction 
by the British. 

2. The President’s house, built of free 
stone, two stories high, of the Ionic order, 
and covered with copper, and distant 
from the Capitol about one and a half 
miles, 

3. Four buildings, erected in a line 
east and west of the President’s House, 
for the accommodation of the principal 
depar meats of government and subordin- 
ate otiices ; the whole of brick, two -tu- 
ries high, sith free stone basements; and 
covered with slate ; the two new ones are 
handsome edifices, with free stone porti- 
cos op the north front; in the Lonic order. 
4. The General Post Office, where the 
Patent Office is also kept, is a large and 
handsome building, three stories high, 
and 129 feet in length, is situated on high 
ground, about equi-distant from the Cap- 
itol and the President’s house. 

5. A very extensive Navy-Yard, com- 

pletely enclosed with a lofty brick wall, 
with a handsome gate-way with guard 
rooms; a neat dwelling for the comman- 
dant, and others for different officers of 
the yard; extensive warehouses, shops 
for blacksmiths, coopers, turners, plumb- 
ers, painters, &c. &c. sail lofts, model 
rooms, timber, sheds, a steam engine 
which works two saws, drives a tilt ham- 
mer and the turner’s lathes —The Colum- 
bus, 74, and Potonac, 44, were built at 
this yard, and there isa large frigate now 
on the stocks.—The Potomac has been 
hauled up on Commodore Ro'ger’s in- 
clined plane, erected as a substitute for a 
dry dock. Within the enclosure is a neat 
marble monument, erected by the Amer- 
ican Officers to the memory of their breth- 
ren who fell before Tripoli in the year 
1804 ; this monument was mutilated by 
he British on the 25th of Augusi, 1814. 
In this yard are deposited vast quantities 
of naval stores, and cannon of every size, 
and is superior to any thing of the kind 
in the United States. 
: 6. A comforable Marine Barrack, suf- 
ficient for 1,500 men, well enclosed, 
having a handsome parade, and a neat 
aud commodious residence for the Com- 
mandant of the Corps, and good houses 
for the subaltern officers, an armory, and 
shojs for the repair of arms, &e. 

7. A substantial Navy Magazine, with 
a house for the keeper. 

8. A Fort at the extreme southern 
point of land in the city, commands the 
channel of the Potomac and the Eastern 
Branch ; the improvements at this place 
are extensive and substantial ; wich store 
houses an armory, shops in which are 
made gua carriages, fixed ammunition, 
&c. with an extensive open place belong- 
ing to the garrison. 

The capitol square is enclosed by a 
strong and handsome iron railing, and in 
part planted with trees and shrubbery, 
and will in a short time afford a delight- 
ful promenade. Similar improvements 
are making at the President’s house and 
public offices.

Whirlwind.—The Hudson Centinel 
contains an account of a terrible tornado 
which visited the town of Austerlitz. on 
the 9th inst. It commenced about 4 0’- 
clockin the afternoon. Its appearance 
is said to have resembled an hour glass’ 
the top and bottom about 15 rods wide— 
the middle of a small circumference, and 
extending toa freatheight. The dwell- 
ing house of Mr. Ghauncey Wilcox, : of 
Austerlitz, was the first that encountered 
its desolating power—pait of the roof 
was torn off, andthe building otherwise 
injured—two barns were lifted froin the 
ground and torn to fpieses, one of whch 
was hurled with such violence that scarce 
a vestige of it istobe found. Two beau- 
tiful orchards, belonging to Mr. Whitwood 
were destroyed—the trees torn up by the 
roots, twisted off, and hurled in every di- 
rection. ‘The whirlwind until now had 
kept its original width, but it here extend- 
ed to about twenty rods, and entered a 
chesnut grove belonging to Mr. Luther 
Hooper, destroying about 400 trees. A 
large well finished barn belonging to the 
same gentleman was torn into ten thousand 
fragments—no remains of it being found 
where it stood. The whirlwind now 
passed the State line into West-Stock- 
bridge, Mass. destroying entirely the 
orchard of Mr. James Stith. The 
orchard of Mr. Benj. Lewis shared the 
same fate. The family of Mr. L. seeing 
its approach, fled from the house, and se- 
cured themselves by holding on to posts, 
rocks, &c. The wind passed by the 
louse, but the barn standing near by was 
entirely demolished. ere the tornado 
ascended into the air about 800 feet, 
crossing, without doing any damage, 
Maple Hill, so called, which is estimated 
to be about that height, and after passing 
two miles, again descended upon a mill 
pond in West Stockbridge. An immense 
body of water was raised from the pond 
to the height of three or four hundred feet, 
causing a concussion similar to that of 
anearthquake. The tornado again as- 
cended over the same mountain, and con- 
tinued astraight course about 12 or 15 
miles, when it descended again to the sur- 
face of the earth in thetown of Washing- 
ton, laying prostrate every thing that 
came within its wake. The whirlwind 
continued about twenty-five minutes, dur- 
ing which it travelled more than 20 miles, 
—Hartford Mercury.
